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Remarks 

To highlight the distinction of the above referenced invention over 
the prior art as interpreted by the Examiner in the Office Action of October 22, 2003, 
Paper No. 12, the claims were amended as set forth herein. Independent claim 5 
was amended to more clearly define the subject matter of the invention and to 
incorporate the allowable subject matter indicated by the Examiner in the above 
subject action. The remainder of the objected to or rejected claims were canceled. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-6, 9, 11, 15-19 
and 21-30 under either one of 35 U.S.C. 102 or 35 U.S.C. 103 as set forth in detail in 
the referenced Office Action. 

The Examiner further indicated that claims 7, 8, 10, 12, 13, 14, and 
20 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. In this response, the undersigned has amended 
claim 5 to incorporate the allowable limitations of dependent claim 7. Accordingly, 
amended independent claim 5 and dependent claims 8, 10, 12, 13, 14 and 20 are now 
in condition for allowance. All claims remaining in the application now being in 
condition for allowance, and with no further remaining issues in this application, it is 
respectfully requested that the Examiner issue a Notice of Allowance and pass this 
application on to issue.
